I'aceBook  users  can  also  create  groups  oF  Friends  and  classmates  bg  organiiations, 
sports,  or  common  interests.  Examples  oF  current  Wartburg  groups  are:  the  "I  Loue 
Wartburg  Squirrels  Anonymous    and  "Procrastinators  Anonymous."  I'aceBook  mem- 
bers can  browse  and  choose  between  groups  and  create  their  own.  Some  groups  are 
priuate,  in  which  users  must  be  inuited  to  join  bg  that  group  s  administrator.

He  was  in  tbe  hospital  For  most  oF  May  Term  and  had  to  take  chemotherapy 
pills  tbat  made  him  "really,  really  sick  with  not  much  oF  an  appetite,"  Balek  said.  For  now,  the  prognosis  is  opti- 
mistic. Balek  is  on  chemotherapg  pills  that  he  has  to  take  For  Fiue  days  euery  28  days.  "So  Far,  so  good,"  Balek 
said.  Balek  has  had  three  surgeries,  and  each  cost  about  $33,000.  Balek  also  gets  monthlg  MRIs,  so  the  hospital 
bills  keep  growing.  In  addition  to  shauing  heads  at  Wartburg,  there  was  a  benefit  held  in  Mason  City,  Balek  s 
hometown.  The  Knighl  lighters  Jazz  Band  joined  with  the  local  Feldspar  and  high  school  jazz  bands  For  a  concert  and 
silent  auction.

The  second  annual  Waues  of  Loue  benefit  dinner  took  place  Friday,  Feb.  17,  in  the  Castle  Room  oF  the 
Student  Center  This  years  euent,  organized  by  Student  Senate,  raised  Funds  to  assist  in  rebuilding  the 
Bethlehem  Children's  Center  in  New  Orleans.  Fifteen  percent  oF  the  Funds  stayed  in  the  Cedar  Valley 
to  benefit  local  charities. 

Last  year's  inaugural  euent  was  planned  in  response  to  the  tsunami  in  Southeast  Asia.  The  dinner 
and  other  fundraising  efforts  raised  more  than  $5,000,  with  85  percent  going  to  Lutheran  World 
Relief  and  15  percent  For  Cedar  Valley  charities.

I  nil  ion  is  increasing  again.  The  hohal  cosh  ho  attend  Warhburg  will  be  $29,270,  up  $I,/H()  From 
totalling  a  h.S  percent  increase  in  hohal  costs. 

President  Jack  Ohle  said  increases  in  aid  will  noh  go  ho  merit  scholarships  oF  currenh  shudenhs, 
buh  there  is  more  assishance  For  those  in  changing  situations. 

"We  will  work  wihh  ang  shudenh  who  has  demonshrahed  need  ho  make  sure  hheg  can  aFFord  an 
educahion  ah  Warhburg/'  Ohle  said.  "There  are  resources  seh  aside  For  increasing  upper  class 
Financial  aid  based  upon  need/ 

Ohle  said  huihion  will  conhinue  ho  go  up  each  gear  like  all  institutions.  The  Cabinet  makes 
recommendations  For  increases  based  "primarily  on  academic  program  needs,  Faculhg  salaries, 
stal  l  salaries,  health  benefits  and  just  the  general  light  and  heating  and  operating  costs  oF  the 
college/' 

When  asked  about  the  costs  oF  priuahe  educahion  compared  ho  public,  Ohle  said  no  Warhburg 
shudenh  pags  hhe  hohal  amount  and  it  "is  reallg  oF  no  Factor.   The  real  Factor  is  what  students 
really  pay.  From  there,  "each  shudenh  has  ho  dehermine  whether  hhe  bohhom  line  is  affordable, 
he  said. 

Ohle  said  the  increasing  costs  oF  priuahe  education  may  cause  people  to  reuisit  Funding  issues. 
"In  other  words,  whah  hhe  Familg  conhribuhion  would  be,  whah  hheg  can  geh  in  scholarships, 

whah  hheg  can  do  For  work... 
all  oF  hhose  hhings  are  a  Fachor 
when  making  a  decision,  Ohle 
said. 

"I  newer  Feel  good  abouh  a

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A  Season  of  Change 
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Many  Wartburg  students  hearts  crumbled  as  they  wale:  hed  the  old  PEC 
hill  to  pieces  during  the  demoli- 
tion that  began  Monday. 

While  exterior  changes  haue 
just  recently  become  e uide.nl, 
student  and  community  uolunteers| 
started  disassembling  the  interior 
Feb.  26.  As  the  PEC  was  taken 


apart,  pieces  were  giuen  awag  to  diFFerent  organizations.  Mang  balcony  seats  went  to  Habitat  For  Humanity,  and  the 
lower  bleacher  seats  and  light  Fixtures  will  be  used  at  the  Wauerly  Fairgrounds.  The  basketball  Floor  was  split  in  hall,  to 
be  used  by  the  Sumner  sports  complex  and  lf.il Icy  Lutheran  High  School  in  Cedar  Falls.  The  center  circle  oF  the  basket- 
ball court  will  be  replicated  and  placed  in  the  Hall  oF  Fame  room  in  the  new  wellness  center. 

Dennis  Lambert,  an  architect  at  Hastings  and  Chiuetta  Architects,  Inc.,  also  predicts  smooth  smashing.  Construction 
will  soon  begin  on  the  Wartburg-Wauerlg  Sports  and  Wellness  Center.  It  will  include  an  aguatic:  center  with  both  a  lap 
and  leisure  pool,  eguipped  with  a  waterslide  For  recreation. 

I  he  Field  house  will  haue  a  regulation  200-meter  indoor  track,  Four  basketball  courts,  and  an  auxiliarg  gym  with  a 
small  track  around  the  outside.  The  performance  gym  will  be  enlarged  to  seat  1,600,  and  the  athletic  oFFices  will  be 
consolidated  into  one  area  oF  the  building.  This  Facility  will  be  one  oF  the  largest  NCAA  Diu.  Ill  wellness  centers  in 
the  nation. 

"We  haue  done  this  on  a  number  oF  other  campuses,    Lambert  said.  "Students  are  anxious  to  get  inside  and  see 
what's  going  on... we  look  Forward  to  this  being  the  case  here  as  well. 

The  Web  cam  that  will  record  the  demolition  has  not  been  installed  yet  due  to  the  distraction  oF  relocating  oFFices. 
Wuertz  reports  it  is  toward  the  bottom  oF  the  priority  list.  I  he  wellness  center  Web  site  at  www.wartbury.edu/wellness 
will  haue  reyularly  updated  photos  auailable  throughout  the  construction  process.
